Wallace  shot  in  Maryland 


LAUREL,  Md.  (UPl)  - George  Wallace, 

: a symbol  of  racial  protest  to  millions  of 
' Americans,  was  shot  three  times  by  a 
) young  white  man  yesterday  as  he 
-campaigned  for  votes  in  Maryland’s 
: presidential  primary. 

Doctors  performed  emergency  surgery 
. on  the  52-year-old  Alabama  governor. 

I Fear  was  expressed  that  he  might  have 

• suffered  serious  spinal  damage. 

Wallace  fell  seriously  wounded  at  a 

• shopping  center  in  the  suburbs  of 
' Washington  on  the  eve  of  what  most 
. experts  predicted  would  be  the  high  point 
; of  his  1972  presidential  bid-same  day 
'wins  in  the  Maryland  and  Michigan 
I primaries. 

Wallace,  running  as  a Democrat  this 
! year,  had  finished  speaking  to  a crowd  of 
; about  1,200  at  Laurel  Plaza,  about  35 
: miles  north  of  Washington. 

He  stepped  down  from  behind  a bullet 
[ proof  podium  he  uses  and  headed  toward 
[ his  car,  along  ropes  that  held  back  the 
- crowd.  But  as  he  often  does,  Wallace 
1 responded  to  more  calls  from  the  crowd 
I to  shake  hands.  He  pulled  off  his  coat, 
' with  a yellow  vest  underneath,  and 
turned  to  calls,  “George,  Governor.  Come 
over  and  shake  hands  with  me.” 

Witnesses  said  Wallace  turned  to  his  left 
and  came  face-to-face  with  his  assailant. 
Fifteen-year-old  Jeff  Ginnes  of  Laurel 
was  just  1 5 feet  away.  “I  saw  him  shot  in 
the  gut  and  he  fell  straight  back,”  the 
; youngster  said.  “There  were  four  shots,  I 
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think.  They  sounded  like  firecrackers,  but 
1 didn’t  see  a gun.” 

THREE  OTHER  persons  were  also 
wounded  — two  of  them  Wallace 
bodyguards.  One  of  his  Secret  Service 
agents  was  shot  through  the  neck  and  an 
Alabama  state  police  captain  was  hit  in 
the  abdomen. 

Police  arrested  a man  identified  as 
Arthur  Bremer,  21,  of  Milwaukee  at  the 
scene. 

Col.  Thomas  S.  Smith,  superintendent 
of  the  Maryland  State  Police,  as  well  as 
Assistant  Treasury  Secretary  Eugene  T. 
Rossides  said  “there  is  no  evidence  at  this 
time  that  anyone  else  was  involved.” 


Bremer,  who  police  said  bought  the 
short-barreled,  five-shot  revolver  in 
Milwaukee  Jan.  13,  was  wearing  a red, 
white  and  blue  shirt  with  Wallace  buttons 
on  it. 

After  the  shouting,  Prince  Georges 
County  Md.  Executive  William  W.  Gullett 
said  “the  man  was  severely  pummeled  by 
the  crowd.  He  was  taken  to  a doctor  but 
is  okay.”  Gullett  said  the  suspect  was 
being  held  at  an  undisclosed  location 
■ “because  things  are  still  unfolding.” 

As  Wallace  fell  to  the  ground,  his  wife 
Cornelia  knelt  beside  him,  sobbing.  She

In  a move  to  “improve  the  spirituality 
and  quality  of  student  experience  in 
religion  courses,”  President  Oaks 
announced  yesterday  that  credit  will  not 
be  given  for  Devotional  assemblies  and 
that  students  will  be  required  to  complete 
14  credit  hours  of  religion. 

Among  the  broad  sweeping  changes  to 
become  effective  in  the  fall,  1972,  the 
current  twice-weekly  schedule  of 
Devotional  and  Forum  assemblies  will  be 
changed  to  one  assembly  per  week, 
alternating  between  Devotional  and 
Forum.  The  assemblies  will  be  held  in  the 
Marriott  Activities  Center. 

According  to  Oaks,  a concentrated 
effort  will  be  made  “to  encourage 
attendance  at  assemblies  by  all  members 
of  the  University  community.” 

In  addition,  students  will  also  be 
“encouraged  to  attend  the  10-Stake  Fast 
Sunday  Firesides.” 

Dean  Roy  W.  Doxey  of  the  College  of 


Religious  Instruction  maintained  that  “all 
credit  earned  thus  far  through  attendance 
at  Devotional  assemblies  will  be  counted 
toward  meeting  one’s  religion 
requirements,”  but  that  under  the  new 
system,  graduating  seniors  will  have 
lowered  religion  requirements  from  16 
hours  to  14  hours,  beginning  next  year. 

The  policy  revision  will  require  every 
full-time  undergraduate  student  to  take  a 
religion  course  each  semester  in  residence 
until  a total  of  14  semester  hours  has 
been  accumulated.  This  is  a reduction  of 
two  hours  from  the  current  16  hours, 
although  currently  students  may  earn 
one-half  religion  credit  each  semester— or 
a total  of  four  credits  in  four  years-by 
attending  Devotional. 

The  required  religion  courses  will  be 
two-hours  per  semester  for  freshmen, 
sophomores,  and  juniors,  just  as  at 
present.

The  required  courses  for  seniors  will  be 
only  one-hour,  said  Oaks.  These  one-hour 
courses,  also  open  to  graduate  students 
on  an  elective  basis,  will  include  lecture 
series,  seminars,  and  other  special  courses. 
In  some  cases,  particular  academic 
departments  or  colleges  may  provide 
one-hour  religion  courses  tailored  to  the 
special  concerns  and  interests  of  a 
particular  discipline. 

Graduate  students  will  be  encouraged 
to  register  for  one-hour  religion  courses, 
even  though  they  will  not  be  required  to 
complete  a prescribed  number  of  hours. 

Since  most  of  the  religion  classes  for 
general  education  credit  are  two-hour 
classes,  full-time  students  (those  who 
register  for  10  hours  or  more  in  a single 
semester)  will  enroll  for  two-hours  each 
semester  of  their  first  three  years  and 
one-hour  each  semester  of  their  senior 
year  to  achieve  the  14-hour  maximum.

Stapley  was  a prominent  business. 


community  and  religious  leader  in 
Phoenix  area  until  he  was  named  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  on  Oct.  5,  1950.  He  has 
charge  of  the  missions  in  the 
eastern  United  States  and  Canada. 
He  also  is  chairman  of  the 
executive  committee  and  a 
member  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  BYU  and  the  Church  Board  of 
Education. 

For  his  outstanding 
contributicTns  to  youth.  Elder 
Stapley  has  received  the  Silver 
Bear,  Silver  Antelope,  and  Silver 
Buffalo  awards.  He  was  president 
of  the  Boy  Scout  Council  in 
Phoenix  two  terms  and  is  now  a 
me-mber  of  the  executive 
committee  of  Region  12  and  the 


National  Advisory  Board

Mr.  Lowe  holds  the  B.A.  degree 
from  BYU  and  the  M.S.  from  the 
University  of  the  Americas,  where 
he  has  been  an  instructor  in 
anthropology.  He  also  has  been 
involved  in  teaching  and  research 
at  BYU,  and  study,  research,  and 
writing  at  the  University  of 
Arizona. 

Scores  of  his  research  works 
have  been  published  in 
professional  journals  and  from 
1966  to  1970  he  was  assistant 
editor  for  current  research  of 
American  Antiquity  (Eastern 
Mesoamerica).

This  week’s 

Bookfair  temporarily  cancelled 


The  ASBYU  Book  Fair 
scheduled  for  this  Wednesday 
through  May  25  has  been 
canceled,  according  to  Burr 
Johnson,  executive  assistant  to 
Bill  Fillmore. 

“We  were  going  to  have  a 
booksale  under  the  assumption 
that  we  could  acquire  the 
bookstore’s  buy-back  list,”  said 
Johnson.  He  said  that  the  list  of 
books  that  would  be  used  in 
classes  next  semester  was  too 
incomplete  to  benefit  anybody. 

There  will  be  a booksale  next 
fall,  the  first  week  after 
registration.  This  sale,  and  one  in 
•the  spring  of  next  year  will  help 
set  a “track  record’’  for  a 
mid-year  book  fair,  according  to 
Johnson. 

The  $435  allocated  for  this 
week’s  fair  will  be  returned  to  the 
ASBYU  President’s  budget,  said 
Johnson. 

He  felt  that  the  three  main 
reasons  for  canceling  the  book  fair 
were  the  incomplete  buy-back  list, 
the  too  great  a volume  to  handle 
without  the  list,  and  the  small 
number  of  students  who  would  be 


selling  books  at  the  end  of  the 
semester  anyway. 

Tom  Barzee,  chairman  of  next 
year’s  booksale,  said  that  the 
system  that  will  be  used  is  unique. 
Students  will  fill  out  a card  witlj 
information  about  the  book,  put 
their  student  number  and  phone 
number  on  the  card,  and  place  it 
inside  the  book  cover. 

They  can  leave  the  book  at  the 
site  of  the  sale  or  take  it  home 
and  leave  the  card.  The  student 
who  wants  to  buy  a book  may 
either  take  the  book  to  the 
cashier,  or  if  it  isn’t  there,  call  the 
student  and  arrange  a sale 
privately. 

If  the  book  is  at  the  sale,  the 
cashier  takes  the  exact  amount 
the  student  requested  on  the  card. 
Later  a secretary  will  type  the 
student  numbers  from  the  cards 
and  they  will  be  posted  on 
campus.  Students  who  find  their 
number  on  the  list  will  go  to  a 
predetermined  place  and  receive 
the  money  for  their  book,  after 
signing  the  card  which  becomes 
the  receipt.

Pre-law  queries 


■‘Clients  always  lie  to  their  lawyers.  It’s  not  just 
the  criminal  that  lies,  white  collar  businessmen  in 
civil  cases  are  notorious  liars,”  said  President  Oaks 
in  a question-answer  session  yesterday  with  the 
BYU  Pre-Law  Association. 

“Today  you  can  commit  any  kind  of  crime  that 
would  result  in  a criminal  proceeding  and  get  away 
with  it  if  you  have  a good  attorney,”  said  one 
student.  “What  if  we  don’t  want  to  be  that  kind  of 
attorney?”  He  questioned. 

Oaks  commented,  “The  system  is  not  perfect,  but 
I don’t  know  of  a better  one.” 

He  commented  that  90  per  cent  of  the  time  a case 
is  tried  the  person  believed  to  be  guilty  is  convicted. 
He  added  that  the  percentages  are  different  for 
different  cases  but  average  out  to  90  per  cent. 

Oaks  brought  out  that  the  attorney  is  concerned 
with  the  rules  of  the  law  and  the  facts  of  the  case. 

He  said  he  believed  in  a case  you  must  determine 
what  the  facts  are  and  what  the  law  is  and  how  they 
fit  together. 

Oaks  discussed  the  technicality  theory  and  stated 
he  felt  it  was  better  to  let  a guilty  man  go  free  than 
defy  the  constitution.  He  added  he  had  been 
speaking  and  writing  on' the  exclusionary  rule  and 
felt  this  would  be  a better  way.

It  was  John  Hansen  and  his 
hardy  group  of  outdoor 
rangers— alias  Physical  Education 
1 92,  Outdoor  Activities.

Nixon’s  policy 

War  against  war

Since  President  Nixon’s  decision  to  mine  the  North 
Vietnamese  harbors,  my  home  has  been  invaded  by 
television  news  reports  of  college  students  and  others 
who  block  streets,  disrupt  commerce,  threaten  private 
property  and  barricade  university  administration 
buildings.  Their  plea,  scarcely  audible  above  the  roar  of 
their  acts,  is  for  world  peace.  For  this  peace,  they 
commit  violence. 

Who  are  these  people  who  promote  violence  and  social 
unrest?  Are  they  a majority  of  Americans?  No.  Separate 
surveys  commissioned  by  the  White  House  and  ABC -TV 
on  May  1 1 show  that  Americans  surveyed  support  the 
President’s  action  74%  and  54%  respectively.  Opposition 
to  the  action  was  recorded  as  2 1 % and  20%  respectively. 
So  how  is  it  that  20%  of  America  has  the  right  to  disrupt 
the  balance  of  Americans?  How  much  right  do  they 
have? 

DISSENT  is  an  integral  part  of  American  life,  but 
dissent  has  boundaries.  Propriety  demands  that  rational 
people  stay  within  the  limits  of  those  boundaries. 
Reason  also  demands  that  persons  with  opposing  views 
be  given  equal  chance.  But  peculiarly,  those  who  shout 
loudest  for  peace  have  taken  on  the  hideous  form  of 
oppressors  of  thought  and  agency.  Theirs  is  a heated 
rhetoric  of  generalities  which  assumes  facts  not  in 
evidence,  ignores  facts  already  in  evidence,  demonstrates 
an  unwillingness  to  change  when  proven  wrong,  and  acts 
with  a pre-disposition  suggesting  that  their  minds  are 
already  made  up  and  they  don’t  want  to  be  confused 
with  facts.  Sincerity  is  not  demonstrated  by  burning  and 
looting,  nor  is  faith  shown  by  actions  which  deny  others 
the  things  you  seek. 

I wonder  if  the  Vietnamese  who  were  forced  to  Hee 
from  their  homes  in  Quang  Tri  and  were  followed  to 
Hue  by  NVA  artillery  think  that  the  NVA  are  truly 
liberators  and  are  engaged  in  a just  cause. 

Yet,  we  glorify  domestic  violence  and  encourage  a 
country  whose  expansionistic  policy  is  now  clearly 
evident  by  having  Congressmen  and  Senators  stand  on 
the  Capitol  steps  and  speak  out  in  vehement 
denouncement  of  our  President.

After  shooting 

Tragedy  of  American  politics

As  this  column  is  written,  George  Wallace,  the  fiery 
conservative  who  has  been  fighting  for  the 
Democratic  Presidential  nomination  with  growing 
success,  lies  fighting  for  life  itself.  In  the  face  of  the 
tragic  shooting  in  the  Maryland  suburbs,  the  race  for 
the  nomination  seems  somehow  insignificant.  The 
question  once  again  becomes  whether  American 
politics  will  be  able  to  continue  to  be  conducted  in 
the  open  by  hopefuls  taking  their  case  to  the  people. 

Undoubtedly,  comparisons  will  be  made  with  the 
1968  shooting  of  Robert  Kennedy  by  Sirhan  Sirhan. 
But  yesterday’s  shooting  appears  to  differ 
significantly  from  that  assassination  in  California. 
Whereas  Kennedy  was  shot  by  a foreign  sympathizer, 
angered  by  his  support  of  Israel,  early  indications  are 
that  Wallace  was  shot  by  a young  American, 
disenchanted  by  his  politically  conservative  politics. 

THE  INITIAL  EFFECTS  are  likely  to  be  seen  in 
today’s  Presidential  primaries  in  Michigan  and 
Maryland.  Although  Wallace  was  favored  in  both 
states,  the  sympathy  generated  by  his  attempted 
assassination  will  surely  aid  in  his  margin  of  victory. 

The  long  run  effects  are  subject  to  much 
conjecture.  If  Wallace  lives,  his  campaign  will  gain 
new  momentum.  Nationwide,  people  will  be  moved 
by  a candidate  who  almost  gave  his  life  for  the 


principles  in  which  he  believes.  Security  will  be 
tightened  around  all  the  candidates  and  the  person  to 
person  contact  which  has  marked  this  campaign  will 
be  drastically  curtailed. 

If  Governor  Wallace  dies',  President  Nixon  stands  to 
gain  the  most.  Those  who  supported  Wallace  and 
those  on  the  political  fence  would  be  inclined  to 
move  toward  the  candidate  with  the  “law  and  order” 
issue,  Richard  Nixori.  No  one  wants  to  gain  support 
through  this  type  of  a tragedy.  These  observations  are 
not  a gleeful  reaction,  but  an  appraisal  of  the 
potential  impact. 

IN  CONGRESS,  reaction  is  likely  to  run  along  the 
lines  of  support  for  tougher  gun-control  legislation 
and  laws  making  the  assault  on  a Presidential 
candidate  a federal  offense.  It  is  ironic  that  Wallace 
was  shot  in  a state  where  a U.S.  Senator  was  defeated 
in  1968  for  his  support  of  gun  controls.  The  news 
media  will  undoubtedly  make  much  of  this  as  they 
join  the  cry  for  tougher  gun  laws.  There  is  need  for 
better  gun  laws.  But  those  laws  should  not  be 
adopted  in  an  atmosphere  of  intense  emotion. 

The  real  loser  emerging  from  this  latest  act  of 
violence  is  the  system  of  American  politics.  If 
electioneering  is  forced  behind  the  protection  of 
bullet-proof  shields  and  the  impersonal  T.V.  screen, 
the  input  of  the  people  will  suffer.  The  prayers  of  all 
BYU  students  should  be  with  the  Alabama  governor, 
and  with  the  nation.

Note:  The  following  letter  is  in 
response  to  a letter  the  Daily  Universe 
sent  to  Senator  Moss  April  21  as  part 
of  a "Write  your  congressman" 
campaign. 

Editor: 

I appreciated  receiving  your  views  on 
the  nation's  jobless  rate,  which  as  you 
point  out  is  particularly  high  among 
people  of  university  age. 
Unemployment,  for  all  age  groups,  is 
still  our  country’s  most  serious 
economic  problem.  Finding  a solution 
to  it  will  require  our  fullest  attention. 

You  mentioned  in  your  letter  the 
possibility  that  an  increase  in  our 
minimum  wage  laws,  such  as  that  now 
under  Senate  consideration,  might  be 
largely  responsible  for  the  weak  job 
market.  This  argument  has  been 
brought  up  before,  and  would,  on  the 
surface,  appear  to  make  some  kind  of 
economic  sense.  Our  own  national 
experience,  however,  indicates  no  such 
relationship  between  minimum  wage 
increases  and  high  unemployment. 

In  1970,  the  Department  of  Labor 
published  a 189  page  report  entitled 
Youth  Unemployment  and  Minimum 
Wage.  The  report  could  find  no 
cause-and-effect  relationship  between 
the  implementation  of  progressive 
minimum  wage  legislation  and  teenage 
unemployment.  "While  the  minimum 
wage  has  been  increased  and  coverage 
extended  during  the  period  that  has 
witnessed  increased  unemployment  of 
teenagers,  no  causal  relationship  has 
been  proved." 

A lower  minimum  wage  for  young 
people  has  often  been  proposed  on  the 
grounds  that  this  group  finds  it  harder 
than  others  to  get  jobs.  I do  not  agree 


with  this  notion.  First  of  all,  the  same 
argument  could  be  used  to  support 
lower  minimum  wages  for  members  of 
minority  groups.  They  find  it  harder  to 
find  jobs  too!  Furthermore,  it  has 
never  been  substantiated  that  a lower 
minimum  wage  for  young  people  has 
achieved  its  purpose.  The  results  in 
various  states  which  have  experimented 
with  lower  minimum  wages  for  young 
people  indicate  no  recognizable  impact 
on  employment  rates  among  youth. 
According  to  the  U.S.  Labor 
Department,  "On  the  basis  of  state 
experience,  lower  minimum  wage  rates 
for  youth  than  for  adults  do  not 
resolve  the  paradox  of  high 
unemployment  in  an  inflationary 
economy  characterized  by  high  wages 
and  tight  labor  markets." 

I believe  the  minimum  wage  laws  are 
a "red  herring"  to  someone  in  search 
for  the  root  causes  of  high 
unemployment.  We  might  better  look 
to  those  national  policies  which  affect 
the  overall  economic  health  of  the 
nation.  When  the  economy  is  moving 
along  vigorously,  when  consumers  and 
businessmen  are  investing  with 
confidence,  we  have  seen  employment 
levels  soar.  When  investors  are 
uncertain,  when  consumers  begin  to 
save  instead  of  spend,  joblessness 
becomes  a way  of  life  for  every  age 
group.

"absolutely  unimpeded  by  laws." 

This  new  group  of  refugees,  the 
Vietnamese,  once  again  proves  to  the 
honest  person  that  the  "Dictatorship 
of  the  Proletariet"  is  only  an 
euphemistic  term  for  its  correct  name, 
the  Dictatorship  of  the  Communist 
Party.  In  spite  of  the  millions  of 
refugees,  they  still  claim  to  be  the 
liberators  of  the  working  classes.  If  this 
were  so,  then  why  has  there  never  been 
a single  instance  of  following  the

“I  finally  called  at  6 a.m. 
Monday.  Every  time  I’d  picked  up 
the  receiver  to  call  Los  Angeles  on 
Sunday,  some  jerk  kept  coming 
on  a recording  telling  me  it  was 
Mother’s  Day.  Why  did  he  think  I 
was  calling?” 

This  California  coed  was  among 
many  students  that  had  difficulty 
placing  calls  home  to  wish 
mothers  throughout  the  nation 
'Happy  Mother’s  Day.’ 

“1  started  at  10:30  p.m.  and 
didn’t  get  through  until  after 
midnight,”  said  one  economics 
major  who  tried  to  call  North 
Carolina. 

Many  students  and  Provo 
citizens  who  called  after  8:30 
p.m.  found  calls  particularly 
difficult  to  place,  said  Garth 
Boyce,  district  traffic  manager  for 
Mountain  Bell  Telephone 
Corhpany. 

“A  total  of  46,000  direct 
dialing  attempts  were  made  in  the 


24-hour  period,”  he  said  in  an 
interview  with  the  Daily  Universe. 
“We  don’t  know  how  many  of 
these  were  completed.” 

BOYCE  ESTIMATED  that  41 
per  cent  of  these  calls  were  made 
between  8:30  p.m.  and  midnight. 

“People  should  have  realized 
the  difficulities  that  would  be 
encountered  calling  so  late,  Had 
this  been  the  case,  calls  would 
have  been  spaced  throughout  the 
day,”  he  added. 

Operator  assistance  phoning, 
which  usually  represents  30  per 
cent  of  all  long  distance  calls, 
handled  an  estimated  6,800  calls 
Sunday,  Boyce  recalled.  A total  of 
6,200  information  calls  were 
placed  by  Mountain  Beil. 

“We  estimate  the  call  volume 
and  provide  operator  assistance 
accordingly,”  he  said.  “But  we 
had  incoming  calls  competing 
with  originating  traffic.  The 
number  of  calls  coming  in  has  a 
lot  to  do  with  the  number  of  calls 
that  can  get  oul.” 


Angela  Cameron,  manager  of 
operator  services  at  Mountain 
Bell,  also  commented  that  people 
waited  until  too  late  to  place  calls. 

“We  were  way  over-scheduled 
with  operators  during  the  day,” 
she  remarked.  “People  could  have 
placed  their  calls  anytime  during 
the  morning  or  afternoon.”  She 
added  that  Monday’s  long 
distance  traffic  was  almost  as  busy 
as  Sunday’s. 

MANY  BYU  students 
contradicted  the  telephone 
company’s  claim  to  untied 
mo.rning  and  afternoon  lines, 
however. 

“It  was  a real  hassel  all  day  and 
I started  at  noon,”  said  one 
Washington  coed.  “We  posted  our 


mother’s  telephone  numbers  by 
the  phone,  Anytime  anyone 
walked  by,  she  tried  one  of  the 
numbers  we  had  posted.  There 
were  three  of  us  trying  and  we 
finally  got  through  at  4:30.  Later 
we  couldn’t  even  get  a dial  tone  to 
call  in  Provo.” 

“I  got  nothing  but  static,” 
commented  a senior  in  journalism 
from  Phoenix,  Arizona.  “Other 
cities  get  tied  up  circuits  but  in 
Provo  you  can’t  even  get  a dial 
tone.” 

I should  have  called  her 
Saturday  night,  but  I was  busy,” 
added  one  Asian  Studies  major 
who  failed  to  reach  his  mother. 
“I’m  going  to  try  again  tonight.” 


However,  some  mothers  did 
receive  the  best  wishes  of  those 
far  away  via  telephone. 

A communications  coed  greeted 
her  mother  in  New  York  with  the 
news,  “You’re  going  to  be  a 
grandma.” 

“It  took  me  a long  time  to 
make  the  connection,”  said  the 
mother-to-be,  “but  it  was  worth 
it.”

-to  the  post  office 


This  is  the  season  when  “here 
comes  the  bride”  could  be  the 
theme  of  the  U.S.  Post  Office. 

And  postmasters  aren’t  too 
happy  with  the  tune -especially 
when  brides  mail  tons  of 
invitations  which  aren’t  properly 
addressed. 

Brides  should  remember  that 
wedding  invitations  are  handled 
just  the  same  as  any  other  first 
class  mail.  They  are  delivered  and 
forwarded  if  necessary.  Invitations 
are  returned  to  the  sender  if  they 
cannot  be  delivered  and  have 
returned  addresses. 

And  brides  who  deposit  a few 
invitations  each  in  different 
receptacles  are  only  wearing  out 
their  shoe  soles. 

Up  to  several  thousand 
invitations  can  be  deposited  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  place, 
just  as  other  first  class  mail  is 
done,  without  fear  of  delay  or  of 
not  being  delivered. 

Postmaster  Robert  Q.  Strong 
listed  several  things  that  postal 
customers  can  do  to  help  expedite 
the  delivery  of  their  wedding 
invitations: 

-make  certain  addresses  are 
correct  and  complete. 

-use  zip  codes  for  both 
addresses  and  return  addresses. 

- deposit  mail  as  early  in  the 
day  as  possible. 

-be  certain  to  include  return 
addresses  on  all  envelopes. 

Otherwise,  non-deliverable 
invitations  will  be  sent  to  the 
Dead  Letter  office  in  Denver. 


{Rumor  has  it  that  the  Dead 
Letter  Office  is  invited  to  more 
weddings  than  Amy  Vanderbilt.) 

— remember  to  separate 
invitations  into  bundles  of  “local” 
and  “outgoing”  mail.  Air  mail  and 
regular  mail  should  also  be 
separated. 

Postmaster  Strong  reminds  local 
customers  that  Orem  is  considered 
an  out-of-town  city.  Also,  Provo 
residents  need  not  send  invitations 
“air  mail”  to  Orem.

Wallace  shooting  'unfortunate' 


“I  feel  sick.” 

That  opinion  of  Deborah 
Beecher,  a speech  and  dramatic 
arts  senior  from  Elba,  Ida.,  was 
indicative  of  the  feelings 
expressed  by  many  BYL)  students 
yesterday  following  the  shooting 
of  Alabama  Gov.  George  Wallace. 

”1  think  it’s  unfortunate  that  a 
few  Americans  have  lost  a sense  of 
the  democratic  process  and  have 
to  resort  to  primitive  acts  to  vent 
their  feelings,”  commented  music 
education  junior  Des  Wilson  of 
Cody,  Wyo. 

Gary  Sensenig,  a sophomore  in 
English  from  Lancaster,  Penn., 
said  that  although  he  was  not  “a 
Wallace  supporter,  I am  shocked 
by  it.  It  speaks  little  for  the 
American  character  that  they  go 
around  shooting  politicians.” 

“The  rational  alternative  of  the 
Democratic  Party  has  been 
eliminated,”  commented  Le 
Sellers,  a senior  in  international 
business  management  and 
European  studies  from  American 
Fork.  “The  Democrats  are  left 
with  no  real  choice.” 

Although  shock  and  dismay 
were  the  general  reactions,  not  all 
students  agreed,  as  was 
demonstrated  by  Mohammed 
Pishbin,  an  Iranian  freshman 
majoring  in  computer  science, 
who  said  the  shooting  was 
“fantastic!  His  policy  is  wrong  to 
the  black  man!  ’ • 

“It’s  deplorable,”  said  Salt  Lake 
City  freshman  Frank  Ballard.  Kay 
Fish,  a freshman  journalism  major 
from  Phoenix,  Ariz.,  said  it  was  a 
“tragic  incident,” 

“1  think  it’s  disgusting,”  said 
Linda  Stout,  a junior  in  secretarial 
technology  from  Upland,  Calif.  “I 
am  apalled  and  shocked.” 

“It’s  too  bad  some  people  have 
to  impose  their  feelings  on  the 
country  like  that,”  said  Garold 
Cotter,  a graduate  math  major 
from  Shelley,  Ida. 

Alan  Griffin,  a senior  art  major 
from  Provo  who  has  been  active  in 
Sen.  George  McGovern’s  campaign 


on  campus,  said,  “I  regret  it  very 
much.” 

“I  think  it’s  pretty  bad  that  a 
presidential  candidate  tries  out 
and  gets  shot  in  a country  that’s 
democratic,”  commented  Reta 
Berrett,  a freshman  secretarial 
major  from  Nyssa,  Ore. 


Jim  Thomspson,  a junior 
business  major  from  Nampa,  Ida., 
said  that  the  shooting  was 

“terrible.  I don’t  agree  with  a lot 
of  his  stands,  but  any  man  has  the 
right  to  run.  It  si  total  anarchy 
when  it  comes  to  assassination.”

resisted  efforts  by  campaign 
workers  and  security  men  to  pull 
her  away  and  the  front  of  her 
bright  yellow  dress  was  smeared 
with  her  husband’s  blood. 

A HELICOPTER  speeded 
Wallace  to  Holy  Cross  Hospital  in 
Silver  Spring.  Doctors  there  began 
an  exploratory  operation  about 
two  hours  after  the  2:04  p.m. 
MDT  shooting. 

At  6:10  p.m.,  they  were  still 
operating  and  a spokesman  said 
the  surgery  would  last  half  an 
hour  more. 

Hospital  officials  said  Wallace 
was  hit  three  times.  But  Rossides 
said  his  understanding  was  that  he 
was  struck  by  two  bullets.  The 
hospital  said  he  was  wounded  in 
the  lower  abdomen,  once  in  the 
leg  and  once  in  the  arm  or 
shoulder. 

“The  major  concern  of  the 
doctors  is  the  spinal  cord  injury,” 
said  Wallace’s  press  secretary, 
Billy  Joe  Camp,  as  the  operation 
began.  Camps  said  later,  “We’re 
very  encouraged”  that  Wallace’s 
vital  signs  were  holding  steady  and 
his  blood  pressure  was  holding 
fairly  strong  at  110. 

•SEN.  CHARLES  Mathias, 
R-Md.,  was  among  political 
leaders  who  rushed  to  the 
hospital,  and  after  an  hour  with 
Mrs.  Wallace,  he  told  reporters 
that  the  governor’s  life  was  not  in 
danger  but  there  was  a question  of 
“whether  there  would  be 
permanent  disability.” 

Mathias  did  not  specify  what 
kind  of  disability,  but  said  the 


concern  was  over  a bullet  that 
lodged  near  Wallace’s  spine. 

Wallace  was  to  have  attended  an 
election-eve  rally  Monday  night  at 
Annapolis  and  it  went  on  as 
scheduled,  with  Sen.  James  B. 
Aglen,  D-Ala.,  standing  in  for  the 
governor  in  an  appearance  at  the 
armory.

Part-time  students  will  be  required 
to  register  for  one  religion  course 
for  each  16  semester  hours  in 
residence  until  a total  of  14-hours 
has  been  accumulated. 

According  to  Oaks,  college-level 
courses  taken  for  credit  anywhere 
in  the  Church  Educational  System 
(such  as  at  Ricks,  CCH,  or  in  an 
Institute)  will  count  toward  the 
undergraduate  maximum  of 
1 4-hours. 

Transfer  students,  as  well  as 
continuing  BYU  students,  must 
still  register  for  a religion  course 
each  semester  until  a cumulative 
total  of  14-hours  of  religion  credit 
has  been  achieved,- it  was  reported. 
However,  for  purposes  of 
computing  the  14-hour  maximum, 
no  more  than  3-hours  of  religion 
credit  will  be  counted  from  any 
one  semester.  “This  will  reduce 
the  attractiveness  and  likelihood 
of  ‘bunching’  several  religion 
courses  into  a single  semester,” 
said  Oaks.  “This  rule  will  promote 
the  underlying  policy  that  BYU 
students  should  take  a religion 
course  each  semester  of  their 
enrollment  at  the  University.” 

The  only  specific  course 
requirement  in  the  religion  area 
will  continue  to  be  the 
four-semester  hours  in  Book  of 
Mormon,  which  may  now  be 
taken  either  at  BYU  or  elsewhere 
in  the  Church  Educational 
System. 


Two  other  special  changes  were 
made  in  the  religion  requirements 
as  they  relate  to  the  required 
Book  of  Mormon  course. 

First,  all  Book  of  Mormon 
sections  will  be  divided  into  two 
groups,  an  advanced  group  for 
returned  missionaries  and  others 
with  extraordinary  background  in 
the  subject,  and  a conventional 
group  for  all  other  students.

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US  naval  buildup  in  Nam,  rivers  mined 


UPI  — The  U.S.  Navy  yesterday 
announced  another  major  buildup 
of  naval  strength  off  the  coast  of 
Vietnam,  including  the  aircraft 
carrier  USS  Saratoga,  but  no  new 
attacks  were  reported  against 
Haiphong,  and  the  Russians  said 
ships  already  there  were  unloading 
cargo  normally. 

The  U.S.  command  said  the 
Saratoga  arrived  in  the  Tonkin 
Gulf  yesterday  from  the 
Philippines  to  give  the  U.S.  Navy 
an  attack  force  of  six  carriers— the 
first  time  of  the  war  so  many  have 
been  available. 

The  Navy  also  reported  the 
arrival  of  three  more  destroyers 
and  a guided  missile  frigate. 

THE  PENTAGON  disclosed 
yesterday  that  the  United  States 
had  mined  some  of  North 
Vietnam’s  rivers  and  canals  in 
addition  to  its  seven  harbors  to 
try  to  shut  off  supplies  to  the 
Communist  invasion  in  South 
Vietnam. 

It  was  the  second  time  in  the 
Indochina  war  that  American 
mines  had  been  planted  in  North 
Vietnamese  inland  waterways. 


President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson 
authorized  the  mining  of  rivers 
and  canals  after  the  TET  offensive 
began  in  1 968,  but  rejected 
imposition  of  a U.S.  sea  blockade 
such  as  ordered  by -.President 
Nixon  a week  ago. 

DEFENSE  DEPARTMENT 
spokesman  Jerry  W.  Friedheim 
said  the  inland  mining  was  meant 
to  sever  as  much  as  possible  of 
Hanoi’s  transportation  network 
shipping  war  supplies  to  the  North 
Vietnamese  troops  fighting  in 
South  Vietnam.  The  mining 
operation  supplements  air  strikes 
against  rail  lines,  highways  and 
key  bridges. 

Asked  at  a news  conference  if 
any  inland  waterways  had  been 
mined  north  of  the  demilitarized 
zone,  Friedheim  replied: 

“Policy  does  allow  for  that,  and 
some  of  that  has  been  carried  out. 
This  was  in  areas  where 
movements  of  supplies  by  river 
has  been  taking  place.” 

IN  THE  GROUND  war  in  South 


Vietnam,  government  forces 
protected  by  U.S.  airpower  but 
using  their  own  helicopters  retook 
fire  base  Bastogne,  12  miles 
southwest  of  Hue  and  one  of  its 
principal  outer  defenses,  and 
pushed  further  west  to  try  to  keep 
the  city  free  from  attacks  by 
long-range  communist  artillery. 

FIELD  DISPATCHES  also 
reported  that  Communist  probing 
attacks  on  An  Loc,  60  miles  north 
of  Saigon,  were  beaten  back 
despite  2,000  more  rounds  of 
ammunition  fired  at  the  ruined 
town,  and  that  a government 
relief  force  was  making  some 
progress  up  Highway  1 3 from  the 
South. 

In  the  Kontum  area  280  miles 
north  of  Saigon  government 
forces  also  beat  back  Communist 
probing  attacks  there  and  B52s 
carried  out  saturation  bombing 
attacks,  dropping  more  than 
1 ,000  tons  of  bombs  on  suspected 
Communist  positions  above 
Kontum.  Their  record  of  1,500 
tons  of  bombs  was  set  earlier  at 
An  Loc,

Sunshine  survivor  testifies: 
^never  received  safety  training^ 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - A 
survivor  of  the  underground  fire 
that  killed  91  miners  at  the 
Sunshine  Mine  near  Kellogg, 
Idaho,  testified  yesterday  he  never 
received  any  safety  training  in  the 
two  years  he  worked  for  the 
company. 

“1  was  extremely  lucky,”  the 
miner,  2 1 -year-old  Byron  L. 
Schulz,  told  a House  labor 
sub-committee.  “Some  of  the  men 
weren’t.” 

Schulz,  an  elevator  operator, 
told  congressmen  of  his  desperate 
efforts  to  bring  men  from  the 
bottom  of  the  Mile-deep  mine. 

His  testimony  followed  that  of 
Frank  McKee.  Western  District 
director  of  the  United  Steel 
Workers  of  America,  who  said 
that  the  cause  of  the  disaster  still 
was  unclear  but  that  the  accident 
need  not  have  occurred. 

"1  submit  that  the  Sunshine 
Mining  Co.  has  exhibited  the  most 
callous  disregard  for-  even  the 
most  basic  protection  of  its 
employees,”  McKee  said.  He  and 
other  officials  of  the  union,  which 
represented  the  miners,  accused 


the  company  of  whole-sale 
violations  of  safety  standards  and 
the  Bureau  of  Mines  of  failing  to 
enforce  them. 

Schulz  said  smoke  was 
extremely  heavy  at  the  5,000-foot 
level  of  the  mine. 

“The  men  were  choking,  down 
on  their  knees,”  he  said.  Many  of 
them  couldn’t  operate  the 
respirators.  Idiad.to  show  some  of 
them  how  they  work.” 

Schulz  said  his  own  respirator 
failed  and  that  he  took  the 
elevator  up  to  the  3,100-foot 
level,  where  he  was  overcome  and 
collapsed  until  revived  by  a fellow 
miner, 

He  said  he  then  sent  the  hoist 
down  to  the  5,600-foot  level,  but 
that  when  it  came  up  all  of  the 
men  were  lying  on  the  floor-either 
dead  or  unconscious. 

Questioned  by  chairman 
Dominick  V.  Daniels,  D-N,  J., 
Schulz  said  he  had  worked  in  the 
mine  for  more  than  two  years,  but 
had  never  received  safety 
instruction  and  that  there  had 
never  been  any  fire  drills.

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Amish  way  of  life  preserved 


The  Amish  won  unanimious  Supreme  Court  consent  yesterday  to 
refuse  to  send  their  children  to  high  school  so  they  can  preserve  the  old 
fashioned  way  of  life  their  religion  prescribes. 

The  7*0  decision  written  by  Chief  Justice  Warren  E.  Burger  marked  a 
victory  for  the  sect  which  has  long  been  in  conflict  with  state  laws 
requiring  children  to  attend  school  until  age  16. 

The  old  order  Amish,  known  as  the  “plain  people,”  are  willing  to  let 
their  children  finish  any  eighth  grade  education,  but  no  more. 

Essentially  devoted  to  farming,  they  argue  that  sending  their  children 
to  high  school  exposes  them  to  “competition,  ambition,  consumerism, 
and  speed”  in  violation  of  their  less  worldly  religious  beliefs. 

The  ruling  came  in  a Wisconsin  test  case  with  Burger  emphasizing  it 
would  apply  only  to  the  Amish,  who  are  found  in  20  states-mainly 
Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Iowa,  Indiana,  Kentucky,  Michigan,  Kansas,  and 
Virginia. 

There  are  an  estimated  50,000  Amish  in  the  U.S. 


Blockade  continues  until  POWs  return 


President  Nixon  promised  the  wives  of  prisoners  of  war  and 
servicemen  missing  in  Indochina  yesterday  that  he  will  maintain  the 
blockade  of  North  Vietnam  until  the  prisoners  go  free. 

Nixon  met  for  about  30  minutes  with  a three-women  delegation  from 
the  National  League  of  Families  of  American  Prisoners  and  Missing  in 
Southeast  Asia.  All  three  said  they  were  reassured  by  the  meeting. 

Okinawa  returned 

The  U.S.  returned  Okinawa  and  the  72  other  Ryukyu  islands  to 
Japan  yesterday  in  a formal  ceremony  attended  by  Vice  President  Spiro 
T.  Agnew. 

President  Nixon  telephoned  Premier  Eisaku  Sato  on  their  hot  line  to 
congratulate  him.. 

Violent  demonstrations  had  been  feared  from  Japanese  protesting  the 
fact  the  U.S.  would  continue  to  maintain  bases  on  the  small  western 
Pacific  island,  but  the  thread  diminished  when  heavy  rain  fell  on  the 
city. 

Democrats  build  platform 

Democrats  began  work  on  their  1972  presidential  campaign  platform 
today  with  sharp  criticism  of  President  Nixon’s  economic  policies  and 
promises  to  let  the  public  participate  in  drafting  party  goals. 

The  state  of  the  economy  was  pinpointed  for  the  opening  platform 
session  because  everyone  from  professionals  to  the  unemployed  have 
“sustained  severe  economic  damage  under  the  Nixon-Republican 
economic  policies.” 


Moscow  trip  “on” 

Pat  Nixon  said  yesterday  the  President’s  trip  to  Moscow  is  “on”  and 
that  she  and  her  husband  would  leave  on  the  summit  mission  Saturday 
morning. 

Details  of  press  arrangements  and  the  president’s  schedule  will  be 
provided  today. 

Mrs.  Nixon  chatted  about  the  13-day  trip,  including  stops  at  Tehran 
and  Warsaw. 

Pat’s  chat  was  the  strongest  indication  yet  to  dispel  speculation  that 
President  Nixon’s  order  to  mine  North  Vietnam’s  harbor  entrances 
would  prompt  the  Soviets  to  cancel,  at  least  for  the  time  being,  Nixon’s 
visit  to  Russia. 


“End  the  War.  A.I.M.” 

Salt  Lake  City  police  are  still  puzzled  by  the  cryptic  note  which  was 
left  at  the  scene  of  telephone  line  sabotage. 

The  note,  which  read,  “End  the  War.  A.I.M.”  was  believed  associated 
with  the  recent  hijacking  to  Cuba  of  a Western  Airlines  jet  at  the  Salt 
Lake  City  international  Airport. 

Telephone  service  to  some  900  homes  were  interrupted  by  the  ax 
attacks  on  three  separate  phone  line  installations  over  the  weekend. 

A.I.M.  is  believed  to  stand  for  “Anti-Imperialistic  Movement.” 

Contributions  chopped 

The  House  Appropriations  Committee  chopped  $30  million 
yesterday  from  U.S.  contributions  to  the  United  Nations  and  related 
international  organizations. 

The  cut  stemmed  partly  from  displeasure  at  replacement  of 
Nationalist  China  with  Communist  China  in  the  U.N.  and  on  the 
Security  Council.

A new  approach  to  learning 
outdoor  skills  will  be  presented  in 
the  Youth  Leadership  class  and 
the  Outdoor  Adventure  Workshop 
scheduled  May  30-June  9. 

Instead  of  the  traditional 
lecture  class,  participants  will 
receive  individual  kits  containing 
course  objectives  and  sample  test 
questions,  and  they  will  then  be 
free  to  work  at  their  own  rates  of 
progress.
